The late Lord Shgrbrooke having in his fifetime given to the University 
the sum of 1,000/. to be“ised at the discretion of the Senate, the Senate have 
determined that the income of the fund qe be applied ttiennially in the 
award of a Prize for the best Essay, if of sufficient merit, embodying original 
research in some Bragch of Science. 

The Prize will be offered in 1898 for the best original Essay, not pgeviously 
published, if of sufficient merit, embodying the results of an original research 
on “The Treatment of Infectious and Contagious Diseases by the Serum 
Method.” e 

The Essays must be sent to the Registrar on or before May Ist, each 
with some mottd prefixed, and with a.sealed paper, bearing the same motto, 
having the full name and address of thie,Candidate, and his Degree, written 
within. e 
The Essays, which shall be forwarded in duplicate, may be either written, 
or type-written, or printed. e . ae 

The competition is open to all graduates of the University of not more 
than five years’ standing on May Ist, 1&96. 

In and after 1899 the income of the fund will be applied in the award of a 
Scholarship, to be called the Sherbrooke Scholarship, to be awarded in the 
same manner and upon the same terms and conditions as the Granville 
Scholarship, but in respect. of the Doctorate of Science in Botany, Zoology, 
Physiology, or Geology. 


2.—Tun GRANVILLE SCHOLARSHIP. 


The late Chancellor, the Karl of Derby, having given to the University the 
sum of 2,000/. for the foundation of a Prize or Scholarship in memory of his

ORIGIN AND HISTORY OF THE UNIVERSITY. 





Projects fog the establishment of a Metropolitan University 
have been from time to time put fgrthend discussed in England 
‘during three cepturies. In 1548, Sir Thomas-Gresham cndowed 
seven professorships of Divinity, Musiq Astronomy, Geometry, 
Law, Physic, and Rhetoric respectively, and assigned his mansion 
in Bishopsgate for the residence and lectures of the professors, 
with a view to make the instruction in these subjects (which cor- 
responded very nearly to the ancient Triviam and Quadrivium) 
accessible to those who were unable to make use of she older Uni- 
versities. Ip the appendix to Stow’s Annals, 1615, there is what 
purports to be, in three parts, an account of the “ three famous 
Universities of Oxford, Cambridge, and London,” and the author of 
the third of these treatises, Sir George Buck, enumerates the Gres- 
ham Foundation, the Divinity Schools at Westminster and St Paul’s, 
the Inns of Court and of Chancery, the College of Heralds, the 
School of Civil Law at Doctor’s Commons, and St Paul’s School, 
which had been founded by Dean Colet in 1510, as forming collec- 
tively a complete academic system, and “ lacking nothing but a com- 
mon government and the protection of an honourable Chancellor ” 
to give to it the unity and repute of a great London University. 
In 1661, Cowley promulgated at length and in great detail a 
* Proposition for the advancement of experimental philosophy ” 
by means of a great college near the Thames, with laboratories 
and all appliances for the investigation of natural science, and 
with a body of 20 resident professors. He kad been greatly in- 
fluenced by the ‘“‘ New Atlantis” of Bacon, and he desired to see 
that vision realized and an institution established in London 
which should provide instructign in all branches of a liberal educa- 
tion, especially in pure and applied science. 

It is remarkable*that, when, after a long interval, the formation 
of a Metropolitan University was next seriously proposed, 
its foremost advocate was also-a poet. It was in 1825 that 
Thomas Campbell, the author of the “ Pleasures of Hope,” wrote 
a public letter to Mr. Brougham pointigg out the scantiness 
of the provision then existing for the higher education in London, 
and urging the foundation of a great London University for 
“ effecttvely and multifariously teaching, examining, and re- 
- warding with honours the youth” of London, combining with 
these advantages “ the cheapness of domestic residence and all the 
moral influence thaf results ffom home.” ‘Chis appeal was 
widely read, and so favourably received, that*by 1827 a capital 
sum of 160,0002. wap raised by shareholders, and the Duke of 
Sussex laid the foundation stone ‘of the Enstitution in Gower 
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Street. In 1828 classes in the several faculties of Arts, Law, 
and Medicine were opened, and 557 students were admitted. 
Efforts were made by the proprietors to obtain from the Crown 
a Charter of incorporation, empowering them tg confer degrees, 
and in anticipation oftsuqcsess the College bora, during several 
years, the name of the Isdndon University.«, Much delay was 
occasioned hy the ©pposition of various chartered corporations, 

but the rejection by the House of Lords in 1834 of a Bill which 
had passed the Commons for the admission of Dissenters to 
degrees in Oxford and Cambridge furnished to the friends of the 
new enterprise an ‘additional reason for urging their claim. In 
1835 an address was presented to the Crown on the motion of 
Mr Tovke in the House of Commons, praying that a Charter 

might be granted to the institutién then known as the University 
of London. This petition was referred ty the Privy Council for 
consideration and advice, and as a result the following communi- 
cation was on the 19th of August 1835 made to the Duke of 
Somerset as Chairman of the Council, furnishing the outline of 
the scheme proposed by Lord Melbourne’s Government :— 

“It is intended by the Government to take the following steps 
‘¢ with a view to provide a mode for granting Academical Degrees tn 
*¢ London to persons of all religious persuasions, without distinction 
“* and without the imposition of any test or disqualification whatever. 

“1. The Charter sought for by the Duke of Somersct and 
“ others will be granted, incorporating the parties by the title of 
‘¢ ¢London University College.’ 

“© 2. Similar Charters will be granted to any Institution of the 
‘* same kind which may bc hereafter establishegl. 

** 3. Another Charter will be granted ‘to persons eminent im litera- 
“ ture and science, to act asa Board of Examiners, and to perform 
‘¢ all the functiogs of the Examiners in the Senate House of Cam- 
“* bridge; this body to be tergned the ‘ University of London.’ 
“4, Pupils from University and King’s Gollege to be admitted, 
on certificates of having gone through a course of study at those 
‘“ establishments, aud having: obtained a proficiency to pass for a 
“( Degree, and having conducted themselves to the satisfaction of 
“ the Governing Bodies of those Colleges, to be examined, and to 
“ be classed according to their relative merits. 

665. Any other Bodics for Education, whether corporated or 
‘¢ uncorporated, may fromtime to time be named by the Crown, 
‘‘ and their pupils may -be admitted to examination for Degrees. 

“ The Degrees to be granted to be A.B., A. M., B.L., D.L., B.M., 
“ and D.M.” 

In an offcial* explénatory letter addressed to the Council in 
November 1835 the Chancellor of the Exchequer, Mr Spring Rice 
(afterwards Lord Monteagi8), was instructed to add: 


nw 
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“It should always be kept in mind that what is sought on the 
“ present occasion is an equality in all respects with the ancient 
“ Universities freed from those exclusions and religious distinc- 
“tions which abridge the usefulness of Oxford and Cambridge.” 

The propo lals of the Government Were submitted to the con- 
‘sideration of t#e proprietary body,und accepted. In a published 
letter addressed bythe Duke of Somerset én the name of the Council, 
and endorsed by the unanimous recbmmendation of the Professors, 
the proprietors fof the new institution were counselled to accept 
the proposed compromise. Accordingly the Charter was granted by 
King William IV. on the 28th of November 1836 constituting the 
present University, and onthe same day » Charter was granted 
to University College. 


King’s College, London, had in August 1829 received a Charter 
of incorporation aeiebliehing it “as a College in which instruc- 
“tion in the doctrines and duties of’Christianity as taught by 
“the Church of England should be for ever combined with 
other branches of useful education.” This College was also 
mamed, with several other Colleges both Metropolitan and Pro- 
vincial, as institutions whose students were permitted to present 
themselves for the degrees of the new University. 

The first Charter of the University was formally renewed at the 
commencement. of the present reign, and a Supplemental Charter 
was granted in 1850 affiliating certain additional Colleges. 
For several years no candidates were admissible to the exami- 
nations of the University who did not produce a certificate 
of attendance during two years at an affliated College. Experi- 
ence, howevwr, froved that the requisite certificate was granted by 
different institutions on very different conditions, and that in some 
cases it was of little worth as attesting regular academic dis- 
cipline or instruction. The Senate had no visitorial power over the 
affiliated Colleges, or any influence in determining the conditions 
to be fulfilled by the candidates. Its duty was practically limited 
to examination. 

The original Charter of the Wniversity contained no provision 
for incorporating the Graduates or giving to them any share in 
the administration df its affairs. In 1848 an influential Committee 
of the Graduates was formed with a.view, in the first place, to the 
protection of their academical and general interests, and to the 
cultivation of more intimate relations with each other and with the 
Senate ; and also with the ultimate object of securing the recognition 
of the Graduates as members of the corporate body and their repre- 
sentation in Parliament. Before these objects were attained, 
the Graduates’ Committee evinced an active interest in the affairs 
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of the University, and in particular sucreeded in procuring’ 
the enactment of an important Statute in 1854, “to extend the 
‘“‘ rights enjoyed by the Graduates of Oxford and Cambridge 
‘in respect to the practice of Physic to the Gpaduates of the 
“ University of London.® By this Act the demrek of M.D. in the 
University became recognized‘as a licence to pr aetise. Four years’ 
later the new Charter gf 1858 admitted the @raduates as. part of 
the corporate body of the University, and gave to them the right to 
assemble in Convocation. The same Charter algo contained provi- 
sions practically abolishing the exclusive connexion of the University 
with the affiliated Colleges, and empowering the Senate to dispense 
with the certificate of studentship in the faculties of Arts and Laws. 
For Medical Degrees, however, evidence of attendance and clinical 
practice at some recognized medic&l institution was still required ; 

but otherwise all the distinctions of the University were fenee: 
forth to be obtained solely on the ground of proficiency as shown 

in examination. The actual Charter by which the University is 
now governed, and which is printed in the Calendar, is dated 
January 6, 1863. It differs from that of 1858 only in one parti- 
cular, viz., that it empowers the Senate to confer the degrees of 
Bachelor and Master in Surgery. In 1867 another Charter con- 
ferred upon the University the power to institute special examina- 
tions for women; and in the same year the Reform Act gave to 
the Graduates the right to send one Representative to Parliament. 

It should be added that up to this time the business of the 
University had been conducted in apartments placed at its dis- 
posal by the Government successively at Somerset House, at 
Marlborough House, and in Burlington House. ¢ Ingl1870 the new 
building in Burlington Gardens, now oécupied by the University, 
was opened by Her Majesty the Queen. 

The effect of the new provisions in the Charter of 1858 was 
immediate. In that year the candidates for Matriculation nuin- 
bered only 299, and the number of candidates for the Degree of B.A. 
was 72. The statistics given on pp. 154, 156 of the Calendar show 
the rapid increase in the numbér of candidates since that date. 


The experiment of offering encouragement for women to pursue 
s course of academiceeducation was at first tried under limitations 
which somewhat impeded its success. Under the powers given 
in the Charter of 1867, women were not rendered admissible to 
the ordinary examination, but two forms of certificate were 
offered to female students, the one getieral and the other of 
higher proficiency. In¢the scheme for koth examinations pro- 
ininence was giyen ‘tg those subjects which it was presumed 
that women and their t&achers wowld prefer. But the number 
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availing themselves of this privilege was small, and the privilege 
itself was not highly valued. Moreover it was found that the 
chief distinctions attained by women in these exeminations were 
not gfined in es special subjects, but in the classical languages 
and in science, \‘It was urged by the,teaChers that women did not 
désire a scheme ant instruction exclusively devised for their use; 
but would prefer ¢o have access to the, crdinary, degrees and 
honours, and to be subject to the samt tests of qualification which 
were imposed on other students. | 

After much discussion, the Senate and Convocation agreed to 
accept from the Crown in 1878 a Supplemental Charter, making 
every degree, honour, and prize awarded hy the University accessible 
to students of both sexes on perfectly equal terms, ‘The University 
of London was thus the first? academical body in the United 
Kingdom to adiwit wofaen as candidates for Degrees. The record 
of the results which have followed this measure will be found in 
the statistical tables, and in the honours and distinctions which have 
since been won by female candidates. 

It is to be noted also that, in its early examinations for Matricu- 
lation, the importance of English as 2 subject of study was recog~ 
nized, and that in 1859 special provision was made for including 
English Philology and Literature in the examinations for degrees 
and honours in Arts, The University also founded in 1860, for 
the first time in England, a Faculty of Science, and instituted the 
Degrees of Bachelor and Doctor in that Faculty. The abandon- 
ment in 1858 of the condition of collegiate attendance, rendered it 
necessary to seek other guarantees for continuous study, and an 
Intermediate Examination in Arts was introduced in 1859. It 
was then required that thé candidate for the Degree of B.A. should 
pass two Examinations, and should no longet be permitted, as for- 
merly, to obtain a degree by a single examinatien two years after 
Matriculation, Similar arrangements were made on the institu- 
tion of the Degreeg of Bachelor and Doctor of Science in 1260. 
The first Doctor of Literature was admitted in 1868, The Degrees 
of Bachelor and Master in Surgery were instituted in 1863, and 
those in Music in 1877. The University has also instituted special 
Examinations in the Hebrew Text of the, Old Testament, the 
Greek Text of the New Testament, and in Scripture History 
(1839), in subjects relating to Public Health (1876), for which 
a branch? of the M.D. Examination has since been substituted, and 
in the Art, Theory, and History of Teaching (1883). 

As at present constituted, the University consists of (a) a Chan- 
ellor, a Vice-Chancelftr, and 36,Fellows, composing the Senate ; 
and (®) Convocation. The first Chancellor Was the Earl of 
Burlington, afterwardg Duke of Devonshire, who held office from 
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1836 to 1856. His successors have been the late Earl Granville 
(1856-1891), the late Earl of Derby (1891-1893), and the present 
Chancellor Lord Herschell. The Vice-Chancellors have been in 
succession Sir John William Lubbock, Sir John G. Shaw Lefevre, 
Mr Grote, Sir Edward Ryan, Sir John Lubbock, y ho now repre- 
sents the University in Parligiaent, Sir George Jessel, Master of 
the Rolls, Sir James Paget, Sir Julian Goldsmjd, and Sir Henr y 
Roscoe. Of the Fellows, three-fourths are nominated directly by 
the Crown, and one Vacancy in every four is.filled up by the 
Crown from a list of three persons submitted by Vonvocation. 

The Graduates whoconstitute the Convocation of the University 
are thus defined by the Charter : “ All Doctors of Law, Doctors of 
‘¢ Medicine, and Masters of Arts, all Bachelors of Law of two 
“ years’ standing, wll Bachelors of Medicine of two years’ standing, 
“ all Bachelors of Arts of three years’ standing, all Doctors of 
*© Science, all Bachelors of Science of three years’ standing, and 
“ also all graduates holdiug such otner degrees to be hereafter 
© conferred by the University as shall be recognized as qualifica- 
“ tions for admission to Convocation by resolution of Convocation.” 
In the exercise of the power thus conferred by the Charter, Con- 
vocation resolved, on January 17th, 1882, “that female graduates 
* be admitted to Convocation ;” and on May 8th, 1883, “ that all 
“ Doctors of Music and all Bachelors of Music of three years’ 
“ standing be admitted to Convocation.” 

The first Chairman of Convocation was Charles James 
Foster, Lu.D., the second was the late John Storrar, M.D., 
the third was the late Frederic John Wood, Lr.D., who was 
succeeded in 1892 by Edward Henry Busk, M.A., L.B., the 
present Chairman. The first Fellows nominated by fic Gradpites 
in 1859 were Dr Jqhn Storrar and Mr T. 8. Osler. Besides 
the privilege of nominating a senatorial list on every fourth 
vacancy, the Charter confers, on Convocation the power of 
accepting, with the consent of the Senate, ayy new or supple- 
mental Charter, of consenting to the surrender of a Charter, and 
of discussing any matter whatspever relating to the University, 
and declaring the opinion of Convocation on any such matter. 
For this purpose the ordinary meetings of Convocation take place 
in each year on the third Monday in January, the second Tuesday 
in May, and on the last Tuesday in October. 

Since 1867 the University has been represeuted in Payliament 
(see page 26 below). The first Member of Parliament for the 
University was the Rt Hon. Robert Lowe (elected in 1868), who 
was afterwards (1880) raised to the e peerage at Viscount Sherbrooke. 
He was succeededs in the zepresentation of the University by the ‘ 
Rt Hon. Sir John Lfibbock, Bart., the present Memver. 
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t January 6, 1863.

ANNUAL MEETING, 


THe ordinary Annual Meetings of Cgnvodation shall take place 
on the Tuesday after the Third Monday in January, on the Second 
Tuesday in May, and on the last Tuesday in October.

Every Member of Convocation shall be required to pay an 
Annual Fee of 5s. or a Life Composition of £1.. 


The Annual Fee shall becofte due upon the 15th day of 
February in each yeam; and the Registrar shall immediately 
thereafter send notice to all Graduates who shall have become 
Members of Convocation sincé the last preceding 15th February, 
advising them thereof and that their Fees are now due. 


Such Notices shall contain a paragraph calling attention to 
the following Regulation :-— 


The name of every Member of Convocation whose Fees shall for 
the time being be six weeks in arrear shall be removed from the 
Register of Convocation; and shall not be reinstated except upon 
his written application to the Senate,” nor until all arrears, or, in 
the case of Fees more than three years in arrear, until three years’ 
Fees, shall have been paid, unless he shall elect to pay the Life 
Composition of £1.

By the “ Representation of the People Act, 1867,” it was 
provided that in all future Parliaments the University of London 
should return One Member to,serve in Parliament. 


Every Man whose name is for the time “being on the Register 
of Graduates constituting the Convocation of the University of 
London is, if of full Age, and not subject to any legal incapacity, 
entitled to vote in the Election of a Member to serve in 
Parliament for the said University. 


The Vice-Chancellor of the University of London is the 
Returning Officer for such University, 


It is lawful for Electors, in lieu of attending to vote in 
person, to nominate any other Elector or Electors of the same Uni- 
versity, competent to make the declaration hereinafter mentioned, 
to deliver for them at the Poll Voting Papers containing their 
Votes. Every such Voting-Paper must be signed by the Voter in 
the presence of a Justice of the Peace for the County or Borough 
in which such Elector is residing, on any day subsequent to 
Notice given by the Returning Officer of the, Day of Election, 
and the said Justice must certify andeattest th® Fact of, such 
Voting-Paper having been so signed in his Presence. 


No Voting-Paper shall be received or recorded unless the Person 
tendering the same shall make thé following Declaration, which he 
shall sign at the Foot or Back thereof:— 

“ IT solemnly declare that I verily believe that this is the Paper by 
which 4.B. [the Voter] intends to vote pursuant to the Provisions 
of the ‘ Universities Election Acts, 1861 and 1868.’ ”’

[Readers are 
reminded that copies of the originai Catalogue and of the two 
Accession Lists were deposited in the Libraries of the Affiliated 
Colleges, of the Medical Schools, and of many other educational 
institutions, where they may no doubt be consulted. | 

5. The Librarian and his Assistant shall afford every facility, 
consistent with their other University duties, to persons desirous 
of using the Library ; but no Reader shall be allowed to remove 
books from the cases except in the presence of the Librarian or 
his Assistant. 

6. No person shall on any pretence write on any part of a 
printed book or manuscript; but if any person shall observe a 
defect in any printed book or manuscript, he is requested to 
indicate the same to the #frarian. 

7. Every person shall retuen the books he has been using to 
the Librarian or his Assistant. 2 

8. No printed book or manuscript, print, map, or drawing, 
shall be taken out of the Library except under the conditions 
specified in the Regulations in Section II. below. 

9. The Librarian shall be responsible to the Library Committee 
for the observance of the above rules; and the Registrar and 
Librarian shall be authorized to exclude from the privileges of 
the Library any person infringing the same, or acting in such 
way as to interfere with the convenience of otlfer persous using 
the Library or with the ordinary work of the University; pro- 
vided that the particulars of every such case be reported to the 
Library Committee at its next meeting. 


Il.—ules and Conditions upon which Books may be taken out 
eof the Library. * 


1. Members of the Senate, Members of Convocation, Examiners 
for the time being, the Registrar, and the Assistant Registrar, 
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shall have ‘the privilege .of borrowing books from the Library, 
subject to the following conditions and restrictions :— 


2. No person shall be allowed to borrow more than six volumes 

at one time; and no book shall be removed from the Library 
until a receipt in the form provided for this purpose shall have 
been filled up by the borrower and delivered to the Librarian. 
_ 3. No dictionary or other work of reference; no rare book or 
book ‘gontaining ‘aluable angravings ; no book with loose plates 
or maps; and no unbound or un-catalogued book shall be taken 
out of the Library ; and the Librarian shall have a discretionary 
power to decline to issue any book which he may consider too 
valuable to be lent out. 

4, Every person borrowing books from the Library is required 
to return them at the end of three calendar months from the 
time when they were taken out; and must return them at the 
end of a fortnight from the date of issue, if required to do so by 
the Librarian. . 

5. Every person taking a book out of the Library shall be 
responsible for its safe custody until its return; and, in the 
event of any loss or injury thereto, shall cither replace the 
same or pay such compensation as may be fixed by the Library 
Committee. 

6. Any person failing to return a book which has been called 
in (under Rule 4); or retaining it beyond the maximum limit of 
three months; or allowing any compensation due in respect of 
loss or injury to works while in his possession to remain unpaid, 
shall be, ipso facto, suspended from the privileges of the Library, 
and shall not be allowed cither to use the Reading-Room or to 
borrow books unless and until he be reinstated by order of the 
Library Committee. 

7. The Librarian shall not send books by a public conveyance, 
or do more than deliver them in the Library to a person duly 
authorized to receive them. The Iseerarian is, however, em- 
powered to decline to give out books to any one other than the 
reader applying in person, should he see reason. 

8. All Graduates of the University who are not Members of 
Convocation, all Undergraduate members of the University, and 
any other persons desirous of using the Library for purposes of 
literary research, shall, subject to these Rules, be admitted to the 
privilege of borrowing books from the Library upon producing a 
recommendation signed by a Member of the Senate or by three 
Members of Convocation. 

9. Such recommendation shall be in the form provided for the 
urpose; and the persons by whom it is signed shall be jointly 
and severally responsible, with the person recon:mended, for the 
safe custody of the hooks which shall be taken out by virtue 
thereof, and for any loss or injury which may occur to the 
books while in the Possession cf the person whoin they have 
introduced. ‘ 

10. All recommendations for the use of the Library shall remain 
n force only until tlfe 3ist of December in the current year; 
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and. all books which have been taken out under them ahall be 

returned to the Library previously to that date. a 

dL. A Register shall be kept of all books lént, of the name and 

address of the borrower, and of the date at which any book is 

taken out and returned. | | 
12. No book shall be taken out of the United Kingdom. 


REGULATIONS FOR THE EXAMINATION: AND 
- INSPECTION OF SCHOOLS. 

1. The University of London is prepared to recéive Appli- 
cations for the Inspection and Iixamination of Schools, other 
than primary, to be conducted under the directioh of the Senate. 

2. Applications should be made by the Governing Body of the 
School, if such School is under the management of ‘Trustees or 
Governors ; or otherwise, by the Principal of the School. All 
such Applications shquld be addressed to the Registrar of the 
University, Burlington Gardens, W. 

3. Every Application should be forwarded at least two months 
before the proposed time of Examination, and should specify :— 

(a) The number of classes in the School, and the number 
and average age of the scholars in each class. 

(6) The subjects of instruction, the text-books in use, and 
the degree of proficiency attained in each class. 

(ce) The prizes or other distinctions, if any, which the Exa- 
miner is expected to award. 

(d) The extent to which the teachers of the School will be 
willing, if desired, to assist in conducting the Examination. 

(e) Any other particulars which, in the judgment of the 
Authorities of the School, are of material importance for the 
information or guidance of the Examiner. 

4, The Examination will, as nearly as possible, follow the course 
of the ordinary School-work, and will extend to the subjects 
usually taht in Grammarthd other Secondary and High Schools. 

5. The Examiner will report—unless, for any reason approved 
by the Senate, the range of the Exgmination should be specially 
restricted—on the work of each class; on the proficiency attained 
in respect to each subject of instruction; and on the methods, 
discipline, and general condition of the School. His report will 
be in the first instance submitted to the Senate, by whom a copy 
will be communicated to the Governing Body or to the Head 
Master or Mistress. 

6. It is required that if the Authorities of the School print or 
publish the Report, it shall be reproduced in full; nd that a copy 
_ of such publication shall in every case be sent to the Registrar. 

7. The Senate will determine in each case, after communication 
with the Authorities of the School, and having regard to the 
number of pupils and of subjects, what period should be allowed 
for the Examination, and what number of Iixaminers should be 
employed. The extent tewhich the Examination shall be con- 
ducted by printed papers or vied voce will also be determined by 
the Senate. . : 
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8, The day or days of Examination will bea fixed by the Senace, 
as far as possible jn accordance with the wishes of the Autho- 
rities of the School; but regard will also be had to the convenience 
of the Examiners in grouping neighbouring Schools, and in ad- 
justing their visits with a view to economy of time. 

9. The Authorities of the School will be required, before the Exa- 
miners are appointed, to guarantee payment to the University of the 
expenses to be incurred gn account of the Examination applied for. 

10. The Fee charged will be Ten Pounds, if the Examination 
occupies one Examiner only and for not more than two days. But 
if the Examination should extend over more than two days, an 
additional payment will be required at the rate of Three pounds 
per diem for each additional day during which such Examiner 
is employed in holding a vivd-vore Examination, in setting and 
looking over papers, and in drawing up his Report. If more than 
one Examiner is employed, a further payment will be required 
at the rate of three pounds per diem for eth additional Examiner. 
The travelling expenses of the Examiners and the cost of printing 
any Examination-papers which may be needed will also be defrayed 
by the Authoritics of the School. 

11. If the Governors or Principal of a School prefer, when for- 
warding their application, to name the amount which they are 
authorized to expend upon the Examination, the Senate will cause 
an estimate to ke made, and will inform the Authorities whether an 
Exazaination of their School can be undertaken on the terms proposed. 

12. In the case of very small Schools, or of two or more neigh- 
bouring Schools, the Authorities of which may desire them to 
be examined together, the Senate will be prepared, on application, 
49 consider any modification of these arrangements which may Le 
deemed necessary or desirable. 

13. The Senate reserves the power to decline an Application for 
Inspection or Examination in any case in which it may be deemed 
expedient to do so. we. 

14. An annual statement will be inserted in the London Uni- 
versity Calendar, showing the number and the names of the 
Schcols inspected or examined under the direction of the Uni- 
versity during the preceding academical year. (See below.)

— This Institution originated in a Bequest by Mr Thomas Brown, 
6f Rosey Park Hill, Dubliv, who died in December 1852, and 
of whose Will the following are the leading provisions :— 


‘* And whereas there is standing in my name in the Books of 
the Bank of England a sum of Twenty Thousand and upwards of 
Three per cent. Consolidated Government Annuities; Now I will 
and bequeath to the Chancellor, Vice-Chancellor, and Fellows of 
the University of London’ and their Suce@>ssors in said Universit 
the said Stock in Three per cent. Consolidated Annuities, and all 
residue of personal property .«. . for the founding, establishing, 
and upholding an Institution for investigating, studying, and, 
without charge beyond immediate expenses, endeavouring to cure, 
maladies, distempers, and injuries, any Quadrupeds or Birds useful 
to man may be found subject to; for and towards which purpose of 
founding, establishing, and upholding such Animal Sanatory Insti- 
tution within a mile of either Westminster, Southwark, or Dublin 
. . - L will and bequeath exclusively all such rest, residue, and 
remainder of personal property belonging to me at the time of my 
decease ; and I will and direct that all available interest to accrue 
on said residue shall be let to accumulate and remain, along with 
all the principal of such residue in the English Three per cent. 
Consolidated Government Annuities, for any length of time lawful 
for such increase, not exceeding the term of fifteen years from the 
time of my death, and shall be all principal and interest then or 
afterwards applied solely to the object of founding, establishing, and 
apholding the Animal Sanatory Institntion as aforesaid. I farther 
will and direct that dominion over™%he property of and for the 
Animal Sanatory Institution to be thus founded shall become vested 
an the Chancellor, Vice-Chancellor, and Fellows for the time being 
of the University of London. . . . I willand desire that previous 
to the Animal Sanatory Institution as aforesaid being opened for the 
reception of animals, and cure of their ailments, a Superintendent 
or Professor of the Institution, and ite business, shall be appointed 
by the Chancellor, Vice-Chancellor, and Fellows for the time being 
of the University of London. . .. And I will and direct that the 
Professor or Superintendent of the said Animal Sanatory Institution 
shall have a residence adjacent thereto, besides a salury, and that 
he shall annually give on the business of the said Institution 
at least five lectures in English, and free to the public, at some 
plaze to be appointed by the gover one majority of the Senate 
of the said University of London; and I farther desire that kindness 
to the animals committed to his charge shall be a goneral principle 
of the Institution to be founded as aforesnid. And I also will and 
desire that the a are Vice-Chancellor, and Fellows for the 
time being of the University of Londot or the governing majority 
thereof may at any time if they shall choose appoint a Cane

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gases of diseased or injured animals to be taken charge of, and to 
decide about the purchase of diseased or injured animals or their 
_@grcases for the promotion of science, as well as for to determine 
about any contingency not herein-before provided for relative to the 
said Animal Sanatory Institution. And I will and direct that any 
such cgntrolling Committee, if appointed, shall be so only from 
year td year, and that as to any of the rules, orders, or regulations 
of such Committee, there may be privilege of appeal to tHe Chan- 
cellor, Vice-Chancellor, and Fellows of ghe Univérsity of London. 
And in case that the Chancellor, Vice-Chancellor, and Fellows of 
gaid University of London or the ES tae majority of the Senate 
thereof for the time being shall decline to accept and act under the 
trust as aforesaid, or shall eventually omit to have such Animal 
Sanatory Institution founded and established within the space of 
nineteen years from the time of my death; or in case that tho said 
Animal Sanatory Institution shall anyhow not continue to be con- 
dncted bond fide for said purpose, agreeably to the conditions 
aforesaid, then and in such case I will, devise, and bequeath the 
whole of the property o® properties by me herein-before bequeathed 
and designated therefor, to the Provost, Fellows, and Scholars of 
the University of Dublin for tle time béing for the exclusive 
purpose of founding and maintaining in the said University of 
Dublin Professorships of any three or more of these languages, 
videlicet, Welsh, Sclavonic, Russian, Persian, Chinese, Coptic, and 
Sanscrit, that the Provost and Senior Fellows for the time being 
of the said University of Dublin shall choose to establish there 
in iny name, and shail obtain a statute therefor comprising some 
condition of efficiency. Beh cig 


The validity of this Bequest was contested by Mr. Brown’s 
executors and next of kin, mainly on the ground that such an In- 
stitution as Mr. Brown proposed to found would not properly be a 
Charity. But the Senate, considering that the question was one 
of public importance, and that the foundation of the Institution 
was highly desirable in the interests of science and humanity, 
instituted a suit against the executors to establish the validity 
of the Bequest. The case: *vas heard on November 13th, 1856, 
before the Master of the Rolls, who decided that the Bequest 
was “a perfectly good gift,” “a gift peculiarly connected with what 
is useful, and for the advantage of mankind”; and therefore he 
made ‘‘a Declaration that this is a good Charity.” 

At the instance of the University of Dublin an appeal against 
the decision of the Master of the Rolls was carried before the 
Lord Chancellor and the Lords Justices of Appeal, and heard on 
the 29th of April 1857. The Lord Chancellor’s Judgment, in 
which the Lords Justices concurred, ended by declaring that the 
case had been correctly decided by the Master ofthe Rolls, and 
that the Appeal was ‘‘so thoroughly without foundation that it. 
thust be dismissed with costs.” 

Upon an drder from the Master of the Rolls, the executors, 
in April 1858, transferred to the University a Stock Warrant for 
£22,600 Three per cent. Consols, and a ft for £118 8s. 9d. 
The fund was allowed to eccumulate at intergst and by re-invest- 
ment of Dividends until the spring of 1871 a nineteenth year 
after Mr. Brown’s death), when the value of the Stock smounted 
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to £38,781 14s. lid. The Senate then preceeded to execute the. 
Trust by establishing the Institution, drawing up a Scheme «f 
Management in accordance with the Will, and .ppointing a& 
administrative Committee and a Professor Guperintenueut : 

A question having arisen as to whether the Mortmain Act would 
allow any part of the Trnst Fund to be applied to the purthase of 
land, the difficulty was removed by a munificent gift to the Trust of a 
sum of £2,700 by Mr J ne Cunliffe, of LomBard Street, through Dr 
Burdon Sanderson,—Dr Sharpey and Dr (now Sir Richard) Guan 
being named Trustees ; by means of which gift an eligible sitewvas 
purchased in Wandsworth Road, Vauxhall. Upon this site the 
requisite buildings were forthwith erected, and, with the appro- 
priate fittings and subsequent additions and alterations, were paid 
for out of the proceeds of the sale of about -£5,000 worth of Stock. 

The business of the Institution thus founded is under the direc- 
tion and control of the Professor-Superintendent, and is conducted 
in two departments, in one of which the Miseases and injuries of 
animals both as in- and out-patients are treated (and in this duty 
the Professor-Superintendent has the sid of a Veterinary As- 
sistant); while in the other, consisting of a Laboratory, scientific 
researches, tending to throw light on the diseases of animals, are 
systematically conducted by, or under the immediate direction of, 
the Professor-Superintendent. Clinical students are admissible to 
the Veterinary department, and workers for the purposes of 
scientific research are received in the Laboratory, under the 
sanction of the Committee, on the nomination of the Professor- 
Superintendent. 

The vast majority of the Animals treated in the Hospital are 
Out-patients; but there is also accommodation for a few In- 
patients. ‘The owners of the former are charged for medicines 
only,—of the latter for medicines and food. The Committee desire 
that the benefits of the Charity should be confined as much as 
possible to the poorest class of owngrs; but they empower the 
officers to admit, exceptionally, any cases of special urgency or 
interest. The number of Out-patients treated during the year 
1894 was 5,758 ; of In-putieats, 421, The total number of both 
classes treated since the foundation of the Institution is upwards 
of 75,000, the great majority being horses and dogs. 

The five lectures, “ free to the public,” required by the Will to 
be given annually, have (except in the years 1874 and 1876, when 
they were given at Manchester and at Birmingham, regpectively) 
been delivered in the Theatre of the University, and have usually 
-been based on the researches conducted in the Inatitution. 

_ The only permanent income of the Charity consists of the 
interest (£938) upon the Trust Fund (which is now invested in 
£26,800 of the 3} per cent. Metropolitan Stock), plus £76 from 
ground-rents of houses built on a part of the purchased site. In 
1889, for the first time, the Committee appealed to the public for 
assistance in enabligg the Institution to meet more effectively the 
numerous and increasing demands upon it; and a total sum of 
£330 11s. was conwibuted. A few Donations have also been 
received in subsequent years.

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SCHOLARSHIPS AND PRIZES. 


1.—THE SHERBROOKE PRIZE. 
e 


The lute Lord Sherbrooke having in his lifetime given to the University 
the sum of 1,000/. to be used at the discretion of the Senate, the Senate 
have determined that the income of the fund shall be applied triennially 
in the award of a Prize for the best Essay, if of sufficient merit, embodying 
original research in some Branch of ‘Science. 

The Prize will be offered in !898 for the best original Essay, not pre- 
viously published, if of sufficient merit: embodying the results of an 
original research on “The Treatment of Infectious and Contagious Diseases 
by the Serum Method.” 

The Essays must he sgnt to the Revistrar on or before May Ist, each 
with some motto prefixed, and with a sealed paper, bearing the same motto, 
having the full name and address of the Candidate, and his Degree, written 
within. 

The Essays. which shall be forwarded in duplicate, may be either written, 
or type-written, or printed. . 

The competition is open to all graduates of the University of not more 
than five years’ standing on May Ist. 1846. 

In and after 1899 the income of the fund will be applied in the award 
of a Scholarship, to be called the Sherbrooke Scholarship, to be awarded 
in the same manner and upon the same terms and conditions as the 
Granville Scholarship, but in respect of the Doctorate of Science in 
Botany, Zoology, Physiology. or Geology. 


2—THE GRANVILLE SCHOLARSHIP. 


The late Chancellor, the Karl of Derby, having given to the University 
the sum of 2,000/. for the foundation of a Prize or Scholarship in memory 
of his predecessor, the late Earl Granville, the income of this fund will 
be applied in the award of a Scholarship to be called the ‘“ Granville 
Scholarship,’ such Scholarship to be awarded at those times only when 
the funds shall allow of the amount of the Scholarship being not less 
than 100/, 

The Granville Scholarship will be awarded to such one (or more when 
the funds sutfice) of the Candidates for the Doctorate of Science in 
Mathematics, Physics, or Chemistry, who shall obtain the Degree, and whose 
thesis (or theses) shal] in the opinion of the majority of the Examiners in 
the above three subjects evince such distinguished merit as to be deserving 
of the Scholarship and show the most originality and general excellence. 


3.—THE DERBY PRIZE. 


The late Chancellor, the Earl of Derby, having ueathed to the 
University the further sum of 2,000/. for the foundation of a Prize, Exhibi- 
tion, or Scholarship, as the Senate may determine, the income of this fund 
will be applied in the award of a Prize to be called the ‘“ Derby Prize,” 
such Prize to be awarded in and after 1896 to the Candidate, if of suffi- 
cient merit, who shall distinguish himself the most of those who were not 
more than twenty-three years of age at the commencement of the Pass 
Examination at the B.A. Examination for Honours in History. (See

Every Candidate must apply to the Registrar for a Form 
of Entry on or before May 24th, which must be returned on 
or before June Ist, for the July Examination, or must apply 
for a Form of Entry on or-before- December 15th, whic 
must be returned on or before December 22nd for the January 
Examination, accompanied in each case by the proper Fee.’

-had hitherto proved altogether vain; they saw no prospect 
of relief; their patience, tried to the utmost, failed at last,

Here is the refined form of selfishness of which Goethe 
has been so often accused. And undoubtedly the phrase is one 
which will bear a selfish interpretation, just as a Christian may 
be selfish when he devotes himself to the salveétion of his soul. 
But in the one case as in the ofher, it is before all things evident 
that the task undertaken is very serious, an! that the man who 
undertakes it must be of a very serious disposition. When, as in 
Goethe’s case, it is self-planned and self-imposed, such an under- 
taking is camparable to those great practical experiments in the 
conduct of life which were made by the early Greek philosophers. 
Right or wrong, such an experiment can only be imagined by an 
original man and.can only be carried into éifect by a man of very 
steadfast will, But, we may add, that it is no more necessary 
to give a selfish interpretation to this formula than to the other 
formule by which philosophers have tried to describe the object 
of a moral life.

A tradesman, aged 69, after a drive along the sca-front at 
Brighton, on October 4th, 1890, in a very cold enst wind, returned 
to his hotel feeling chilly and, as he described it, “cold right 
through.” He took a moderate lunch with a pint of ale, and 
journeyed home by rail and steamboat, some 6© miles, the samc 
evening. 

On the following day he was slightly jaundiced, and rapidly 
became more so, till by the third day his skin and conjunctiva: 
were of a deep yellow colour. 

He was a short, slim, wiry, dark-complexioned man of ua 
remarkably cheerful and happy teniperament, and of great mental 
and physical activity. Tle had never suffered from syphilis, 
dysentery, or any other noteworthy discase. 

Though the onset of jaundice was sudden it was tnattended 
by pain, sickness or costiveness, and continued to be so through- 
out. Beyond a little flatulence and indigestion he complained of 
nothing. 

October 7th.—The tongue was creamy; stools, two a day. 
and white; urine, heavily bile laden, no albumen ; there was 
some enlargement of the liver, the surface of which was 
smooth; and a globular fulness, thought to be the distended 
gall bladder, was felt just below the edge of the liver, near 
the right linca semilunaris. ”

He was treated for catarrhal jaundice, but the ordinary modes 
of treatm@nt for this condition stected no change; the jaundice 
remained complete. The hee was 58-60. No fever, no 
vomiting, no pain. The bowels and pioneys were regular in action. 
There was some loss of weight. 

On Octobgr 26th the physical signs remained. The liver 
dulness, if anything, was mores extensive, and ,had a diameter in 
the nipple line of 44 inches, The surface of the liver was quite 
smooth. An Ovoid fulness quite palpable and sinooth, situated 
1 inch to the left of the nipplg line. just. below the edoe of the 
liver, was taken {& be the gall bladder. There was tenderness 
on firm pressure over (his area. . 

November 6th.—No improvement; the jaundice was cven 
deeper, but the general health continued wonderfully good. 
‘There was observed a somewhat rounded diver edge to the right, 
of the gall bladder, which was neither tubérdus nor umbilicated, 

November {9th.—The fulngss taken to bt gall bladder’ was 
~till present, but seemed less. The spatient was stripped and 
examined thoroughly and everywhere—axilla, testes, rectum, 
abdomen, &., without finding any focus of disease. 

November 30th—By palpation an indiarubber-like fulness 
“ould still be detected over the situation of the gall bladder. The 
skin and conjunctives had an olive-green tint. 

December 18th.—He was seen by a physician in London, 
nnder whose care he remained for 3 weeks. Treatment, dietetic 
und medicinal, and by baths, made no change. 

February 3th, 1891.—It was noted that the diaineter of 
hepatic dulness in the nipple line was 47 inches; tae edge and 
surface of the liver felt quite smooth. The ‘area of gall 
bladder dulness, or what was taken for such, extended 24 inches 
below the liver. The swelling felt knobby but without umbilica- 
tion, it moved ynder the fingers, ascending aud descending: 
with respiration. No ascites; slight cedema oversacrum. The 
patient looked a little thinner and weighed 9 st. 5 Ibs. Jaundice 
complete. No feeling of illness. Very little loss of strength. 
Ife moved and worked actively. 

March 16th.—Weighs 9 st. 10 Ibs. Feels very well and is 
wonderfully cheerful. Feet and ankles cedematous; colour of 
skin and conjunctive darker; #gns otherwise unchanged. 

On March 21st another phy sician, who sawehim for the first 
time, wrote, “there is some sort. of solid body to the right of the 
usual situation of the gall bladder, very movable from right to 
left, and carried with f&e liver in all its movements, behaving, in 
fact, exactly like the gall bladder. It has, howerey, n ither the 
shape nor feel of the gall bladder distended with bile, but is 
hard, smooth and solid.” . 

Qn March 24th he was in excellent suyirits, and very 
active, yet he was of a dark olive-green colour ; his stools were like 
white pultaceous clay, and his urine very highly charged with 
bile pigments. Ie had gained 10 Ibs. in weight during the last 
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mouth or two, and in every respect, excepting for the jaundice, 
he was quite well and,-as always, \juite free of pain., Tho only 
thing. which troubleé him was tle intense itching, evidence of 
which existed in the form of long scratches on his trunk and limbs.

An exploratory operation having been proposed to and 
accepted by the patient, on April 4th, 1891, an incision was 
made over the normal situation of the gall bladder. After 
dividing the periioneuin, it was seen that the gall bladder was 
free of adhesions, and was not greatly distended, but its walls 
were terribly ‘altered, being of a mottled ashy-grey and bull 
colour. At one spo+—the size of a sixpenny piece—the walls of 
the gall bladder were so thin and flaccid that perforation seeme:| 
imminent. Elsewhere the walls were thickened, and the peritoucal 
surface was coated with e thick, tough layer of firmly adherent 
discoloured lymph, The thin area was fortunately in front near 
the fundus, and therefore where the gall bladder could be opened 
and attached \o the parietal peritoneal. The liver was enlarged, 
but only from congestion and retained bile. The colour of the 
viscera varied from black and deep green to yellow ochre tints. 

On tapping the gall bladder three measured ounces of dirty 
dark-brown fluid were withdrawn, and some besides escaped into 
the sponges. This fluid smelt offensively, and was a mixture of 
altered bile, mucus and pus. 

On enlarging the punctured wonnd one or two minute caleuli 
were removed from the gall bladder. The cystic duct was con- 
siderably dilated throughout its lengti, and contained over forty 
small and medium sized biliary concretions., These were readily 
manipulated into the gall bladder, and thence extracted. No 
calculi could be felt. in the common or hepatic ducts, nor in the 
substauce of the liver itself. The operation was completed ax 
usual for cholecystostomy. 

The after-course for a week was of extraordinary smoothness. 
The patient recovered from the anesthesia, and went on in every 
respect as if nothing had been done. Iis bowels acted naturally 
within twenty hours, and continued to do so generally twice 
a day until the end. His temperature, pulse and appetite re- 
mained unaltered; he sl-pt well, felt no pain, and was as usual 
cheerful. The wound took a natural course. Yet the motions 
remained as white as before the operation; the urine was us 
heavily eharged with bile, and the skin and conjunctiva were 
not a shade lighter, 

On April 11th he was reported to have slept during the pre- 
ceding night more soundly than hitherto; but he awoke as 
cheerful as usual. During the afternoon of this day he went off 
into a decp, snoring sleep, in which he remained till awakened to 


take food. 
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From this time frequent and heavy sleep, but at first with 
brightness and cheerfulness of manner on awakening, was the 
feature in ‘his case. His bowels daily acted, his urine, almost to 
the last, was passed naturally, his temperature never rose above 
99°, and was sometimes slightly subnormal, and his food was 
moderateby “well taken. Transfusion was employed on April 
18th, but the drowsiness inéreased until he passed into deep 
coma, and so expired on April 19th.

A baker, aged 55 years, was admitted inte the hospital on 
November 13th, complaining of pain in the chest and abdomen, 
and frequent vomiting. . 
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Ile stated that his father died of “ consumption” and his 
mother of “asthma,” and that he had had one brother and one 
sister, both now dead, the cause in’ each case being wiknown to 
him. Ie could give fio further infbrmation about his family. 

Twenty-five years ago he suffered from syphilis, and two 
years before admission he had a severe attack of heerpatemesis, 
without pain, and followed by meltena, from which he appeared 
to completely recover. For sonte years he had been subject to 
winter eough, but no further record of illness wag obtained. He 
drank beer fr eely, sometimes as much as a gallon a day, but was 
not addicted to spirits. ‘ 

His present illness dated from about. a yeat before his adinis- 
sion, when for some time he complained of feeling generally 
unwell, though without any definite symptoms that he could 
remember, until about four months later, when he began to 
suffer from pain after’ food and occasional vomiting. Ile was 
treated as an out- -patient at one of the London hospitals, and was 
much relieved after attending fox. three months, Two months 
later, however, the same symptoms set in again; the pain occur- 
ring after all food, and described by the patient as being particu- 
larly severe at the mid-sternum; the vomitjng, which seldom 
occurred moré-than once daily, took place four or five hours after 
food; the vomited matter, which was considerable in amount, 
was of a brownish colour and frothy. Owing to the vomit being 
said to contain a little blood, and the cough being exceedingly 
troublesome, he was admitted to the hospital. He further stated 
that he had lust flesh very considerably since his illness coni- 
menced, and that during the whole time he had been extremely 
constipated, the bowels sometimes not being relieved foy a week, 
the motions being hard and black. 

On admission the patient was found to be very ansemic and 
much emaciated; the temporal arteries very visible and tortuous, 
the radial pulse small and frequent, and the vessel hard. Tempera- 
ture 98°F, The feet and legs were slightly swollen and pitted on 
pressure. The lower half of the abdomen was distinctly distended 
with some retraction above the umbilicus, rather fuller on the 
left than on the right side, with moderate dulness on percussion 
over the left hypochondrium. No tumour could be detected 
on palpation, and the percussion limits of the liver and spleen 
were normal. There was no fluid in the peritoneal cavity. Ou 
manipulating the distended region a splashing sound was 
audible with the stethosc»pe. The chest was bulged, the sternum 
being prominent. Resonance &v¥er thorax, both back and front, 
somewhat increased, the expiratory sound, being loud and pro- 
longed, with'occasional sibilus and rhonchus. The area of cardiac 
dulness was ill-defined, the impulse weak, and the sounds distant 
and feeble; no murmur. The patient described his pain as being 
situated peneral’y over the lower part of his chest and upper part 
of the abdomen; there appeared to be no special point of 
greater intensity than elsewhere, but, it was certainly somewhat 
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worse after food, though constantly present more or less. No 
definite tender spot could be detected on pressure. Vomiting 
took placa four or five hours after food, about two pints of 
brown. frothy material beng ejected, extremely acid in 
reaction, and of sour smell. Further examination showed that 
it contaimed® a small quantity of blood dnd free hydrochloric 
acid. The urine was very slightly alkaline, but in other respects 
normal. . .° 

* For some dgys patient remaigped in much the same state: the 
vomit continued to show traces of blood, and the pain presented 
the same characters as described. The percussion note over the 
left hypochondriac region varied; at times being dull, with a 
splashing sound, at others the fympanitic reseffance reached as 
low as the level of the umbilicus, and upwards to the seventh 
rib in the axilla. The temperature remained sub-fformal, ranging 
daily between 97°5° F. and 98° F. *e 

The patient then began to improve somewhat; the pain, was 
less constant and more restricted to the abdomen; the vomiting 
was less frequent and was unaccompagied by blood; the fulness 
over the left side of the abdomen was less marked, and the area 
of dulness when epresent was diminished. Ile also gained a 
little in weight, and the bowels acted rather nfore regularly. 
The slight oedema of the legs and feet disappeared, and the 
urine was normal, 

The improvement, however, did not last long. Towards the 
end of December the former symptoms returned, with gradually 
increasing severity, except that there was no recurrence of 
blood in the vomit. The examination of the abdomen discovered 
nothing beyond what has been described. About the middle of 
January the patient, for the first time, complained of some diffi- 
culty in swallowing ; “it geemed,” as he said, “ as if the food did 
not getinto the stomach”; but there was no regurgitation of food, 
and the vomit was always material that had undergone some 
gastric digestion. This symptom increasing, an cesophageal bougie 
was passed, with the result of causing great pain ata spot which 
he indicated as being somewhat above and to the left of the lower 
end of the sternum. The same effect followed a repetition of 
the use of the instrument on each occasion, when it had passed to 
a length of about fourteen inches from the teeth. Not once was 
it passed into the stomach, owilg to the severe pain caused, but 
it did not appear to meet with any mechanic&l obstruction; it 
was not blood-stained on withdgawal.qfhe patient lingered on, 
with increasing epee ee and anemia, and died of exhaustion 
on February 2nd, oedema of the feet and legs_being again 
noticed towards the end, a

A woman, 33 yeurs of age, was married in October, 1894. 
Previous to marriage she had enjoyed good health, with the 
exception of a bearing-down sensation, for which she had been 
treated, at one time weuring’ a ring pessary, which did not 
relieve her. Menstruation was regular, but somewhat profuse. 
She menstruated early in November, bus saw nothing in 
December. In the middle of January, 1895, she had a slight 
loss of biood, and, on vaginal examination, a mass was felt through 
the vaginal roof, posteriorly, as big as an orange. The cervix 
uteri was too near to the xymphysis pubis, and was directed a 
Jittle too far forward. Bimanually a mass could be felt rising 
a little way above the top of the symphysis and giving an 
impulse both to the cervix uteri and to the mass behind. She 
was kept in bed, and a sedative was given. Two weeks later a 
sharp hemorrhage took piace, and, the patient being already 
weakened by,,the previous loss, it wac decided to examine under 
‘an anesthetic. This was done, and the condition found as already 
described, only that the mass behind seemed to be a little bigger. 
‘The uterine sound was used for the first time; it passed 3} inches 
with the concavity forward, but it was impossible to say if it 
reached the top of the uterus, 


Comment on the above case, discussing the diagnosis and 
the treatment, the probable. termination of the case, and what 
measures, if any, ought to have veen adopted. 


_ [£xplanation: The case proved tqbe an intra-uterine pregnancy 
‘in a retroverted and rewotlexrd uterus, bound down posteriorly, 
‘causing the posterior wall of the uterus to become pouched as 
the uterus grew. The sound passed only to the part where the 
uteru3 was bent backwards. The patient miscarried, and the 
‘size of the foetus showed that it had probably perished some 
weeks previouslv. The uterus was cleared out digitally, under 
an anesthetic, after the foetus had been expelled. It would 
have been better, perhaps, to have dilated the cervix, passed the 
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finger, thus finding vut the real condition, and then to have 
emptied the uterus; but itewas théught that it might be an 
extra-uterine foetation, and abdominal secg$ion was discussed but 
negatived, because it was prébable the foetus was dead. ]
